PELL FKOM THE SKY. 


Meteorites Astonish African .Villa- 


gers and Are Sent to London. 


Fine Collection of Olestlnl Vlalt. 


an<« 
In 
tbe British Mn- 


•eum — ExploBlonii ot 


^ 
Meteorite*. 


The fine representative collection oi 


meteorites in the department of min- 
erals in the British museum lias just 
jeen enriched by four stones which 
\vere seen to fall on the morning oi 
January 25 last in native villages on 
the eastern slopes of Mount Zoinba 
British Central Africa. Two of them 
completely encrusted and weighing 14 
ounces find 17 ounces respectively, are 
presented to the trustees by Mr. Alfred 
Sharpe, C. B., her majesty's commis- 
sioner and consul general; part, weigh- 


2D ounces, of a third stone by Mr 


J. F. Cunningham, secretary »o the 
protectorate, and part, weighing 19 
iujce3, of a fourth stone by Mr. J. Me- 


Clounic, acting collector of revenues. 


It was about ei^ht o'clock on the 


morning of the 25th of January thai 
Lhere was heard at Zomba a crash like 
ihunder, the reverberations lasting for 
n few minutes aiterwarcl. The detona- 
tion was huurd at Chiromo, situated 
ibout flO miles south of Zomba, and at 
Fort Johnston and beyond, a distance 
of about 70 miles in the opposite direc- 
tion. 
Zomba was thus roughly the 


center of the dihtrkt over \\hieh the 
actual explosion of the meteorite toolt 
ilacc. About nine a. m. news reached 
:he residency that several stones hart 
'alien in native villages on the eastern 
slopes of Zomba mountain, which is sit- 
uated immediately behind the Zomba 
settlement, and rises to a height of 
C,000 feet above the sea, the settlement 
being at 2,000 feet. 


Ten fragments in all were found, 


the largest weighing five pounds 12% 


unues. At one of the villages the peo- 
jle were found squatting round the 
stone in a circle discussing the "mir- 
it-le," as they (jailed it. No one had 
touched or approached the stone, and it 


b still lying where it fell, when the 


officials sent to investigate the matter 
arrived. The story of its fall was given 
as follow hi 


"A woman \xas pounding corn under 


a tree within about ten yards of her hut 
u-hen the stone fell. The whole village 
lieard the detonation immediately after- 
ward, and gathered to where the worn- 
in was standing to view the stone. 
They were afraid of it, thinking It en- 
chanted, and they sat at a distance 
round it, each giving a version of its 
jrobable origin and meaning." 
f 


It fell on hard ground, but, as there 


were no rocks.about, no difficulty was 
expericnpt.'d in digging it up complete. 


At lilantyre a little before eight on 


the same morning a star of exceptional 
jrilliancy was seen to pass across the 
sky in the direction of Lake Rhirwa 
(roughh', west to east), leaving n trail 
or tail behind it, immediately followed 


y an explosion like a crash of thxinder. 


Mr. McClounie states that the report 
was heard with the precision of a can- 
non boom, while Mr. Sharpe, who, at 
the time of the explosion, was on top 
of Zomba mountain, heard one very loud 
report; then for some two minutes a 
ong rumbling or buzzing noise, grad- 
ually getting fainter and fainter. 


Explosions of meteorites are general- 


ly followed by sounds which have been 
variously likened to the flapping of the 
xving's of wild geese, the bellowing of 
oxen. Turkish music, the roaring of a 
fire in n chimney, the noise of a ca.-- 
riage on the pavement, and the tearing 
if calico. Mr. Fletcher, the keeper of 
the department of minerals, in his "In- 
troduction to the Study of Meteorites," 
tates that these sounds are probably 
due to the whirling of the fragments 
through the air in the neighborhood of 
the observers. 


As far as at present known, the area 


over which the Zomba stones fell repre- 
sents about nine miles long by about 
three wide, but. inasmuch as the frag- 
ments collected are only those whlkh 
were seen to fall close to people or 
houses, it appears probable that a large 
number of stones may have reached the 
earth.—London Times. 


Strana'clr Cored off Stuttering. 


The curious freaks the mauser bullet 


has performed in its coursings through 
the systems of fighting Americans in 
the late wars have resulted in some 
queer tales. The latest is the experi- 
"neo of Private H. E. Kedmond, com- 
pany C, First Colorado volunteer in- 
fantry, who, when he enlisted, stuttered 
Bobadly that the recruiting officer came 
near leaving him orT the rolls. Private 
Redmond was wounded in the battle of 
Mariejuina on March 31. 
Now, his 


wound is healed and he stutters no 
more. A mauser bullet struck him in 
the face, passed diagonalljr downward 
through his mouth, and made its exit 
near the bnck of the neck. It was con- 
sidered a frightful wound by the sur- 
geons, but Redmond proceeded to re- 
?over even faster than patients with 
less painful injuries. Isrow, all that can 
be seen of the wound is a small, livid 
spot to the left of the nose and above 
the upper lip. Kedmond chews hard- 
tack with the greatest zest and tells 
stories he has not been able to finish 
in years on account of his halting 
speech. lie insists that the mnuser bul- 
let carried away his vocal impediment.

HORSESHOE MAGIC 


It Eilnled Thouiandi ot Yea»Befo>* 


HorscBhoe* Came Into 


Horseshoe magic is a subject which 


seems to be of perennial interest, main- 
ly because it touches that little sub- 
stiatum of superstitious beliefs which 
is inherent in most of us; though being 
a matenalifatie people in a inateri^l- 
Istic age, and having- put away from 
ourselves childish things, cone of us 
confess to it. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, we are always, either literally 01 
metaphorically, 
turning 
o\er our 


money when we see a new m«5h or pick- 
ing up a rusty horseshoe OB a harbinger 
of luck. But the point that never seems 
to be reached in these magazine discus- 
sions is the circumstance that, rmtiaJlj 
and intrinsically, horseshoe magic has 
nothing to do with horseshoes. It ex 
isted long before horses were ever shod, 
and it has left traces of its presence IB 
places where horses have never been 
known. 


In comparatively modern times the 


horseshoe over the door—nailed to xhe 
lintel with the points uppermost, be it 
acted—has been chiefly regarded as n 
protection against witchcraft, a belief 
vrMrh has survived in its 
mortified 


"luck-bringing" form to the present 
day. 
But the horseshoe-shaped mark 


has been, a mystic symbol from imme 
mortal days, and all that modern su 
perstition has done has been to fit it 
to the horseshoe. I haxefccen the mark 
sometimes painted and sometimes put, 
on ancient shrines and temples in the 
interior of Chfnn; it hue been in use for 
many centuries in India; it is to be 
found in the Aztec ruins, and on tie 
btonework of buried cities disco\ered 
recently by Dr. Sehlkhter in the region 
now known as Hhodesia. 


It has been, found incised on the 


sacred Churingu stones of the tribes of 
Central Australia, and painted on the 
bodies of such of the tribesmen us have 
gone through tie religious mjsteries 
peculiar to these aboriginal survivors 
Messrs. Spencer and Gillen tried last 
year to induce the tribal priests to ex- 
pound the horseshoe mystery to them, 
but it was either too sacred or too ob- 
scure, and they learned nothing nave 
iha.t the mark was an Indispensable 
part of their mystic rites. The horse- 
shoe mark is found also in British Gui- 
ana, in the region of the Amazon, in 
Georgia and Illinois, in Zululand, in 
the temple of the gocldess Mut in upper 
Tgvpt and on innumerable dolmens, 
kiats and bowlders in the British islcsj 
but always with the points uppermost 
In so f ar, therefore, asanhquity oonfftru 
respectability, horseshoe magic is pre- 
eminently respectable. The only awk- 
ward thinff about it is that we do not 
know what terrible mysteries it may 
have originally signified, or to vchat 
pagan rites we may be unwittingly 
committing ourselves when we nail the 
rusty sjmbol over our lintels. — St 
Paul's.

Dr 
Carpenter gives another instance of al- 
lied kind. In the course of the Burmese 
war the captain of a frigate activelj 
engaged in combat fell asleep 
frbm 


hheer exhaustion and slept Roundlj foi 
two hours within a yatd of one of the 
biggest guns, which was being1 active- 
ly worked during his slurnbi-rs. It ic 
a matter of common medieil knowledge 
that* extreme exhaustion in the face of 
the seveiest pain will induce sleep 
Here the imperative demand of the 
body—a demand implanted, as we have 
seen, in the constitution of the fiamef 
—asserts its influence, and even pain, 
the ordinary conqueror of repose, has 
its turn to succumb. 


One of the most extraordinary oases 


in which the overruling power of sleep 
woe ever exemplified was thatoi Dam- 
icns, condemned for treason in Pans 
in 1757. He was barbarously tortured, 
but remarked that the deprivation of 
sleep had been the greatest torture ol 
all. 
It was reported that he slept 


soundly even in the short intervals 
which elapsod between his periods ol 
torture. 
Among the Chinese a form 


of punishment for crimes conUsts in 
keeping the prisoner continual!)' awalce 
or in arousing him incessantly after 
bhort intervals of repos>e. After the 
eighth day of such sleeplessness one 
criminal besought his captors to put 
him <o death by any means they could 
choose or invent, so great was Ills pain 
and torment due to the absence of "na- 
ture's soft nurse." Persons engaged 
in mechanical labor, such as attending 
a machine in a factory, have often fallen 
asleep despite the plain record of paine 
and1 penalties attending- such derelic- 
tion of duty, to say nothing of the seneo 
of personal danger which was plainly 
kept before their eyes.—Harper's Ba- 
zar.

A curious case between publisher nnd 


author 'came to a conclusion with a 
verdict that Was substantially, ii not 
technically, for the author. The pub- 
lishers get 25 cents instead of the $770 
they claimed. T^he author gets the $12 
of his'counterclaiifi for final payment 
due under the contract. 


The publishers sliud the defendant be- 


cause a work on "Imperial Britain," 
which they had employed 
liiin 
to 


write, contained a good many inaccura- 
cies. It was, in consequence, they said, 
unfavorably received, and they lost 
money by it. 


But the weak point of their case was 


that they passed it for publication with 
all its inaccuracies, and evidently with- 
out any "reading" worthy of the namft. 
They were thus on the horns of n dilem- 
ma. If they had read It, they were re- 
sponsible for its errors. If they had not, 
they had little right to complain. 


The defendant really seems to have 


erred by excess of zeal. lie consul! cd so 
many books of reference on the subject 
that he got them mixed. lie had given 
to Wales Merthyr Tydfil for a capital 
and had set down china clay, soila, ar- 
senic and epsom salts under building 
stones. An earthworm wormed itself 
in among his. "reptiles," and he virtu- 
ally granted 'the Isle of Man its inde- 
pendence by failing to include it among 
tho British isles. 


On these points he made the most 


handsome, acknowledgments. The ar- 
senic and the salts got in through a 
mistake in the numbering. A mistake 
of that kind would account for any- 
thing-. With their peculiar system of 
revision, the publishers ought to have 
congratulated themselves that bricks 
nnd mortar did not get in among the 
medicines.

TRIBUTE PAID BY ENGLAND. 


Trine* Vent tue nrahnnipntrn, In 


Infllu, Hired Sot to Plunder 


the Plantations. 


They are a strange people who inhab- 


it tha valley of the Urahmsputra, the 
largest ten-producing tract in India. 
This territory is bounded on tho north 
by range upon range of mountains?, 
marling- with hills which riae to a few 
hundred feet above the level of the. 
plains, nnd culminatlng'in the snowy- 
peaks of the Himalayas. 


In those hills, between Thibet, nntl 


British territory, live a znimbcr of inde- 
pendent tribes, of Mongolian origin, 
who, 
secure in their rocky fastnesses, 


owe no allegiance to any 
civilized 


povrer. 


At the beginning of the century, when 


the Assam Eaj was breaking up, and 
the rajahs were unable to protect 
their frontiers, these tribes used to de- 
scend from their hills and lory black- 
mail upon the villages near the border. 
In course of time these exactions ob- 
;uined the sanction of custom, and when 
Assam was added to the domains ot 
the company Hahadur, the hillmen 
claimed the right to levy a tax In kind 
on settlers in the submountuin tracts. 


The directors consented to acknowl- 


edge this claim to blackmail, but dc- 
.'lim'cl to allow the borderers to be their 
own taxgatherers, and commuted nil 
these claims for a payment to be mack 
iu cash by government itself, thus ob- 
taining a power of control over the 
tribes which lias since been frequently 
used to good effect. 


It is easy for a body of freebooters to 


slip down, harry a village, and retifrn 
long: before the alarm Is given; ant] a 
system-*! outposts along the frontier, 
which would render such raids impossi- 
ble, -can be maintained only at great 
'xpense, while a punitive expedition is 
,\\e.n move costly, the tribes retiring 
quietly and leaving nothing but a few 
huts to burn. 


The gentle savage is, however, by no 


means free from gold hunger and the 
reflection that a little outbreak by one 
of the young bloods means the stop- 
page of government revenue for the 
whole tribe has a most deterrent effect. 


Every cold weather, the hillmen come 


down to the plains to receive their 
"posa," is.It is called, or government 
grant. They report on the character of 
the snowfall in their hills during the 
previous year—information which is 
taken into account when forecasting 
the coming rainfall—and of the. exist- 
ence of dl^urbances anjonpst thorn, and 
offer to government a paltry gift ol B 
few bamboo bows and arrows in re- 
turn for a4arge bag of rupees.—London 
Sketch.

Camera. 


According to a Washington corre- 


spondent, the department of agricul- 
ture has taken steps toward acquiring 
the right to use a recent invention, a 
kind of mutasoope camera, designed for 
a kind of picture-making never at- 
tempted hitherto. 


For example, the contrii ance Is set up 


in front of a stalk of corn just sprout- 
ing-, and takes a photograph of It every 
hour for six months, the exposures be- 
ing- made at such intervals by u peculiar 
automatic attachment. 
Subsequently 


the fllm ribbon on -which these pictures 
are recorded is put into a magic lantern 
machine of the ordinary sort and run 
off at the rate of 30 a second, thus giv- 
ing to the spectators in five minutes n 
view on the screen of a corn plant grow- 
ing out of the earth, putting 
forth 


leaves, developing tassel and silk, exhib- 
iting the ripened ears nnd finally de- 
caying-. 


Anchor this new style of camera in 


im open space; attach to it a wire, and 
it will make an exposure every two 
hours from the beginning to the end of 
the year. The result will be a ribbon of 
the seasons, and in five minutes the 
spectators seated in a theater will have 
an opportunity to behold all the suc- 
ceeding- phenomena of the year. At first 
the ground will be seen covered with 
snow, which will vanish as the first 
vegetation makes its appearance. The 
trees will put forth leaves with visible 
rapidity in the sight of the audience, 
and when at last they fall and the land- 
scape has assumed its former dreary as- 
pect, the white mantle of Jack Frost 
will be spread again, over the laud. 


One of the most interesting of the 


photographs made up to date with this 
novel apparatus represents an appJo 
tree, which is seen in a few twinklings 
to display its new foliage, put forth 
buds and blossoms and ripen its fruit. 
Equally notable is a picture of a sun» 
flower, snap shots of which were taken 
e^ery minute from sunrise to sunset of 
a day. When the ribbon is run OH at 
the rate of 30 photos a second one sees 
the flower turn on its stem steadily, al- 
ways keeping its face toward the solar 
orb. It should be mentioned, by the 
way, that the views do not jump about 
In the -nay that IB so nnnnyingly famil- 
iar, but are perfectly Stationary, owing 
to the fact that each "snafi" registers 
perfectly with the ones preceding and 
following-.—Boston Transcript.
